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DRASTIC SUGAR 
RULES GO INTO 
EFFECT JULY I ST 


Columbus, 0. June 28.—To provide 
for the equitable distribution of sugar 
throughout the country the 
United 
States Food Administration announces 
new 
regulations which are more 
drastic anti 
far-reaching than any 
yet promulgated. 
Retail grocers, 
all 
public 
eating 
places, including boarding houses who 
take care of 25 persons or more, 
bakers, as well as vandy makers, soft 
drink manufacturers and commercial 
canners cannot buy sugar after July 
1st except upon certificate, which they 
must secure from the Federal Food 
Administrator for the State. 
The new rules require them to fur­ 
nish to the Food Administration a 
statement showing the sugar they 
have on hand and restrict them as to 
the amount they can 
purchase 
and 
use. 
Household consumers are not direct­ 
ly rationed but they cannot buy more 
than two pounds at a time if they live 
in a town or city, and five pounds if 
they live in the country, except foi 
canning purposes, They are asked to 
restrict their consumption to three 
pounds per month per person. 
They 
must not have on hand more than a 
30-days supply. 
“A number of 
causes 
have 
ac­ 
cumulated to make our sugar position 
move difficult than we could have 
anticipated at the beginning of the 
year” says a 
statement 
issued 
by 
United 
States 
Food 
Administrator 
Hoover, in promulgating the new 
rules: 
Among these causes are: 
Increased shipping needed by our 
growing army in France which has 
necessitated the curtailment of sugar 
transportation. 
Some of the accessible sugar pro­ 
ducing areas have proved a less yield 
than was anticipated, such as cer­ 
tain West India Islands. 
The domestic beet and Louisiana 
crops have fallen below anticipation 
Destruction of beet sugar factories 
in the battle area of France and Italy. 
Loss of sugar due to submarines. 
It is estimated that there will be 
available from all sources aboutJu ly I. 
♦‘.OO,OOO tons of sugar for United 
States consumption during the last 
half of the 
present year. 
This is 
based upon the maintance of the pre. 
sent meager Allied ration. The im­ 
provement 
in 
shipping 
conditions 
would of course, relieve this situation 
as quantities of sugar are in un­ 
available markets. 
“This supply of I, 600,000 tons of 
sugar necessitates a considerable re­ 
duction in our consumption” says a 
statement issued by Mr Hoover, “To 
provide three pounds per person per 
month for the household use, to take 
care of our army and navy and to 
provide for the necessary preserva­ 
tion of fruit, milk, et cetera, will re­ 
quire about 1,500,000 tons for the six 
months. 
“A household consumption of three 
pounds per month per person, to­ 
gether with the special allowance foi 
home canning means a reduction of 
some 25 per cent in these branches of 
consumption from normal but it is 
still nearly double the ration in tile 
Allied countries and is ample for 
every ecnomic use. 
_ 
The less essential uses of sugar, in­ 
cluding confectioneries', soft 
drink 
manufacturers 
and 
tobacco 
man­ 
ufactories will be hit hardest by new 
rule. 
Candy and soft drink 
man, 
ufacturers 
will be limited to 50 per 
cent of the average amount of sugar 
used during 
the 
months 
of 
July, 
August and September, 1917. * 
Ice cream manufacturers will be en­ 
titled to 75 per cent. 
Commercial canners will be given 
certificates for their necessary 
re­ 
quirements, but any re-sale of sugar 
by them is prohibited except undei 
the express direction of the Food Ad­ 
ministrator and any sugar on hand al 
the end of the season must be placed 
at the disposal of the Food Adminis­ 
tration. 
Public eating places will be issued 
certificates upon the basis of three 
pounds for each OO meals served. 
Rakers will receive certificates foi 
70 per cent of the average amount 
used during July, August and Septem­ 
ber, 1917, or alternating 70 per cent of 
that used during the month of June, 
1918.

Before the senate reconvened yester 
dey Secretary Baker, General Marsh 
and Provost Marshal Crowder, who 
went to the capitol at the request of 
members of the military committee 
spent nearly three hours behind closed 
doors 
with 
the 
committee. 
The 
secretary and chief of staff said leg­ 
islation to change the limits 
should 
be referred for 60 or 
90 
days, as 
enough men for the existing army 
program are available, and a new and 
enlarged army program is being pre­ 
pared now for submission to congress 
within a few months. 
Debate on the question broke out 
anew in the senate when Senator 
Chamberlain, of Oregon, chairman of 
the military committee, told the sen­ 
ate of the opinions given the committee 
that General Crowder acquiesced in 
the policy of his superiors and that the 
military committee by a majority vote 
had decided to oppose the proposed 
draft legislation as an addition to the 
army bill 
Senator Fall and other adherents of 
the Fall amendment for changing the 
draft ages, declaring that the depart­ 
ment’s information showing that the 
class one registrants would be ex­ 
hausted in a few months at most, war­ 
ranted extension at this time by con­ 
gress of the draft age below 21 and 
above 31. 
Senator Chamberlain, although fav­

nounced that he would abide by the

leaders, 
It is believed here that the Teuton 
chiefs will strike to offset the Aus­ 
trian defeat and the Kuehlman speech 
by making another heavy push in the 
west—a desperate attempt to achieve 
a majority victory. 


With the British Armies in France, 
June 28.—Hindentures delay in re­ 
suming his west front offensive is mys­ 
tifying allied leaders, but is occasion­ 
ing them no worry.

Another misleading 
rumor is that dissatisfaction is ram­ 
pant in the German army and that the 
Huns command is afraid to order an 
attack. 
It appears to be true that the Ger­ 
mans are beginning to realize 
that 
their battle plans are less God-inspired 
than they had been led to believe but 
their discipline is 
such 
they 
still 
march when told to. 
A third explanation 
is 
that 
the 
weather and ground are declared to 
be unfavorable for offensive maneuv­ 
ers. 
Hindenburg’s delay is due to infinite­ 
ly deeper reasons. 
Despite the vast 
number of men at his 
disposal—he 
will never have more than he has now, 
even with the arrival of 
released 
prisoners from Russia 
He 
must 
carve out victory or defeat with what 
he has. 
Seeing that his forces are dwindling, 
while the allied troops are increasing 
he is unable to make a move without 
weighing every chance and calculating 
the cost in men. 
Hindenburg must play his hgand- 
soon, All the stakes are on the table.

frahtic ruthlessness does not end in 
the trenches, but is used even to ter­ 
rorize cabinet members at home. Tho 
growth of that realization will make 
Hindenburg’s 
position 
increasingly 
precarious with the prolongation ol 
the war. 
Every new failure in Hin­ 
denburg’s bloody pursuit of 
victory 
will recall to Germans the 
solemn 
warning that “peace cannot be won 
on the battlefield.” 
Kuehlmann’s 
phrase 
sounds 
like the death knell of German mil- 
itarism, no matter what happens to 
Von Kuehlmann.

cret is out, the more Hindenburg tries

DELAYS AMERICAN AID OVER THERE 


Washington,

28.—“All 
branches of the Slav race should 
be completely freed of German 
and Austrian rule.” 
This is the declaration of the 
U. S. Government, made today 
through Secretary Lansing. 


Washington, 
June 28.—Delay 
in 
American aid to Russia is due to lack 
of a strong government or party there 
with which to deal. 
Government officials said today that 
this situation is proving one of the 
main obstacles as it means that any 
faction ignored by the U. S. would 
probably turn upon Americans bitter­ 
ly and perhaps dangerously. The gov­ 
ernment is anxious to avoid a reac­ 


tion that would turn a large part of 
the Russians to Germany. 
The Bolsheviki are not powerful 
enough to recognize or deal with, it is 
held. 
Kernsky is planning to come 
here, it is expected he will attempt to 
get United States backing to put him 
again in power. But there is a feeling 
that Kernsky, even with 
American 
support, would not accomplish rehab­ 
ilitation of of Russia. 
Despite the complications presented 
by the Russian chaos, the president is 
going ahead with his idea of assisting 
the nation and keeping it from suc­ 
cumbing entirely to German control.

despair. 
They will call up the amendment 
as soon as the army and fortification 
bills are disposed of. 
The situation 
then will be exactly as now Anti’s 
will refuse to allow a vote unless suf­ 
fragists agree to provide a pair for 
Senator Ollie James, anti-who is ill. 
If suffragists arrange a pair for Sen. 
Ollie James they’re beaten they admit, 
inasmuch as they will have to 
pair 
two men with James and that means 
that his opposition will neutralize the 
support of two senators. Aside from 
the hope that they may be able to win 
some 
new 
support, 
suffragists 
have but one plan-to filibuster and 
keep congress from recessing unless 
the senate adopts the amendment 
But, it was admitted today, it would 
be impossible to hold a quorum of the 
senate unedr such conditions and re­ 
cess probably would be forced in spit* 
of anything the suffragists might do.

The 
Emperor’s speech was one of the most 
flowery orations 
I have listened to, 
and so profuse were the promises he 
made that were even half of what he 
promised to he fulfilled, most of the | 
commercial men in Germany would be­ 
come rich beyond the dreams 
of 
avarice. 
The emperor was particular enthus­ 
iastic over the coming German con­ 
quest of India. “India” he said “is occu" 
pied by the British. 
It is in a way 
governed by the British, but it is by no 
means completely governed by them. 
We shall not merely occupy India. We 
shall conquer it, and the vast revenues

The action of Secretary McAdoo in 
taking over the express business of 
the country is commendable from ev­ 
ery point of view. 
It is for the in­ 
terests of the shippers, and the whole 
public of the country. 
It ought to 
have been done many years ago, but 
like many 
other

it 
could be brought about only under 
the stress of war. 
The private express company was 
always a misfit, 
from 
a 
business 
standpoint. 
Like the Pullm an Sleep­ 
ing Car company, it was a sort 
of 
parasite upon the transportation bus­ 
iness. 
There never was any 
legiti­ 
m ate reason why the railroad compa­ 
nies should not operate sleeping cars, 
and that at a fair and 
reasonable 
price, instead of having the traveling 
public “hfeld up” for a second expense 
for a service which belongs as legiti­ 
m ately to the business as does 
the 
running of the cars themselves. And 
further the express 
business 
could 
likewise be conducted ju st as well by 
the railroad company as to have a sec­ 
ond company come in to bleed the 
public. 
But so it was, th at the ex­ 
press company stepped in as a middle­ 
man to collect an extra profit— and an 
enormously fa t one.

AWNING ORDINANCE 
IS INTRODUCED AT 
COMMSSION MEETING 


Two ordinances aim ed a t sidewalk 
and street obstructions, such as mer 
chandise displays and aw nings, were 
read fo r the first tim e a t the regulai 
m eeting of the City Commission, on 
Thursday night 
The two ordinances, which will cre­ 
ate a flu rry of interest, were intro 
d ue d by Com m issioner-M ayor A rthur 
W halen. 
One 
ordinance 
regulating 
the use of streets and sidewalks in 
the city, m akes it a m isdem eanor foi 
any m erchant to m aintain 
m erchan­ 
dise, goods or boxes, crates, etc., on 
the sidewalk and repeals the old o r­ 
dinance, passed in 1903 which permit* 
the use of five feet of a sidewalk By 
a m erchant for display of his w ares. 
The ordinance does not affect steps 
or perm anent obstructions- 
A fine la 
provided by the ordinance of not less 
than $10 or more than $50 and costs,, 
and each day th a t the obstructions 
are left in the street a fte r the ordin 
ante goes into effect, shall be a sep­ 
arate offense. 
The other ordinance, aim ed a t aw n­ 
ings, m akes it unlaw ful fo r any m er­ 
chant to m aintain an aw ning 
which 
sticks out over the sidewalk a g reater 
distance than eight feet, or is less than 
seven feet in height from the side-, 
walk. 
This ordinance m akes the of­ 
fense a m isdem eanor and provides a 
sim ilar penalty to the first ordinance. 


There was no comment on the ordin­ 
ances. 
The ordinances providing fo r 
the 
sprinkling, cleaning and sweeping oi 
certain streets were all read fo r the 
second tim e and passed unanim ously. 
A resolution was also passed pro- 
viding' fo r tran sferrin g certain funds 
from the service to the general fund. 
An am ount of $4(51 will be tra n sfe r­ 
red by the resolution. 
•^The m atter of congested pedestrian 
traffic on Saturday nights and tim es 
when there are crowds in the 
city, 
was discussed and the m anager was 
advised to in struct the police to keep 
the crowds moving.

The sanitary conditions are improved, 
the “shacks” made bright and pleas­ 
ant, and patients who are able are 
helping their condition by tending lit­

“shacks.” 
Dr. Richison is very popu­ 
lar with the patients and he takes an 
individual interest in each case. 
The board of trustees recently, upon 
recommendation of the district 
visi­ 
tors gave Dr. Richison authority 
to 
chosp his own urses and employ oth­ 


er help, and this has assisted in giv­ 
ing an harmonious government to the 
hospital. 
Miss Agnes Kyle, a former Xenia 
woman and sister of T. Dales Kyle, is 
now head nurse at the hospital. 
Mrs. George Haller was elected sec­ 
retary of the District Board of Visi­ 
tors at the Wednesday, meeting.

Retailers are now directed to limit 
the TOTAL AMOUNT which a family 
may purchase for 
canning 
to 
25 
pounds to a customer at one time. 
In cases where the 25 pound max­ 
imum is positively 
not 
sufficient to 
meet home-canning 
needs, families 
may purchase 
additional sugar—not 
more than 25 pounds at a tim e—pro­ 
vided written consent of the local Food 
Committee is secured for sale of each 
additional purchase.
